A SHORT HISTORY OF REVELL 


It all began back in the early 1950's when Revell introduced the world’s first 
Scale model plastic car kits, forerunners of today’s more advanced and 
highly detailed plastic models. The dream of a man who borrowed $100 to 
start his small plastics business, these first rudimentary kits brought the 
pioneering concepts of practical convenience and easy availability to the 
age-old adventure of model building. A new industry was born...and anew 
hobby discovered by millions. 


Revell now manufactures more than 300 different items, including minia- 
ture reproductions in exact detail of just about everything that rolls, flies, or 
floats. In addition, Revell has this year entered the crafts business in a big 
way with 3-D Yarn Art."Based on an ancient Indian art form, 3-D Yarn Art* 
has already become a popular item with the women of the land. 


From humble beginnings in Venice, California, Revell has grown to occupy 
a 10% acre headquarters which employs over 500 people. Revell products 
are now manufactured in eight countries including the United States and 
sold in more than eighty. In its 28 year history Revell has produced more 
than 220,000,000 units. 


Though a Revell kit can be purchased in a hobby, chain or department store 
for only $1.00 to $15.00, the master mold for the model costs between 
$50,000 to $100,000. Every proposed kit requires research and develop- 
ment, planning, engineering, manufacturing, packaging, advertising and 
marketing. Its selection must be exacting. 


Just what does it take to manufacture a model kit? The way it happens at 
Revell goes something like this... you, the consumer, many times write in 
with suggestions as to what model kits you would like us to make. These 
suggestions are passed along to our Research and Development Depart- 
ment. They evaluate these suggestions and make recommendations to the 
Revell management team. If the management team approves the project, 
they forward the recommendation along to the Revell engineering staff. An 
engineer is then assigned to the project and will be responsible for design- 
ing this model in such a way so that it will be economical to manufacture 
and practical to assemble. 


From detailed engineering specifications, a hand-built original model must 
be created. From this original model, plaster and epoxy molds are made. 
These molds are then used as patterns for the steel tools and dies which are 
cut on pantograph machines. Finally, the steel dies are hand finished, 
placed in a mold base, and installed in an injection molding machine. This 
machine can turn out a kit in thirty seconds that has been in the research, 
development and engineering stages for almost a year. 
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These superb model spacecraft record the most 
incredible achievements and aspirations of 
20th Century Man. They depict in faithful detail 
the craft, the men, and the missions; from the 
nearly four foot high Apollo/Saturn V Moon 
Rocket System to the accurately detailed Astro- 
naut on the Moon, a replica of the most incred- 
ible feat in history. Revell Spacecraft models 
are beautifully engineered with many moving 
and detachable parts that demonstrate the 
great space adventure...mankind’s age-old 
dream of reaching the stars. (On pages 16-17 
you'll find a guide on how to build better 
models.)

A Complete How-lo-Do-It 


> Guide For Assembling, 


Painting, And Detailing 
Any Plastic Model! 


Basics: Space Vehicles 


Modern plastic model kits provide the builder with 
ready-made, and authentic, detail that would take liter- 
ally hundreds of hours to duplicate in wood or metal — 
all at cost of only a few dollars. Most of the parts are 
pre-colored in hues that approximate the finish of the 
real life item. You can merely glue the pieces together 
and have a reasonable copy of the full size car, air- 
craft, ship or whatever. Many modelers are satisfied 
with just this — after all, the hobby of model building is 
supposed to be fun — if this type of quick kit assembly 
is the most enjoyable to you, fine. Each of Revell’s kits, 
however, has the potential of a museum-quality mini- 
ature. Every minute detail is an exact scale reproduc- 
tion of a similar detail on the full-size object. Skilled 
hobby modelers have evolved a series of assembly, 
painting, and detailing techniques that make the plastic 
pieces look exactly like the wood, metal, or cloth used 
on the real thing — the most successful of these ideas 
are presented on these pages. 


The basic idea behind careful assembly and detailing 
of a plastic kit is, then, to somehow effectively disguise 
the fact that the model is made of plastic pieces. The 
first step is to remove any traces of the hairline seams 
where the plastic pieces come from their injection 
molding machines as well as the marks where the parts 
separate from the molding racks or ‘“‘sprues’’. The only 
surface marks that appear on the real thing have been 
molded into the surface of the plastic by Revell’s pat- 
tern makers. A careful study of the photos or drawings 
of the life-size car, aircraft, or ship will indicate which 
of the detail marks belongs on the model and which 
are merely left by the molding process. The seams that 
appear where one part joins another in the kit assem- 
bly sequence must also be disguised. The seams along 
the top of the aircraft's fuselage, or along the edges 
of its wings, are particular examples of places where 
the seam between the parts of the model must be 
covered over if the miniature is to capture the “one- 
piece” appearance of the full-size aircraft. Automobile 
and hobby model filler in tubes and cans is most fre- 
quently used to fill in such seams. When dry, it is filed 
and sanded flush with the model’s surface to com- 
pletely cover the seam between the kit pieces. 


You can do a fine job of assembling any Revell plastic model 
kit with only a knife, tweezers, glue and paint. For a really 
artistic model, of museum quality, though, you'll need a bit 
more... Tools include a hobby knife, screwdriver, tweezers, 
half-round and round jewelers files, and scissors. Both bottled 
(liquid) and tube cement for plastics are useful along with 
model and automobile body filler, and Scotch-brand “Magic” 
tape. ‘‘Solvaset” is used to help apply decals. #000, #1, and 
#3 sable-hair paint brushes and paint in bottles and/or spray 
cans as outlined in kit instructions. 


As the various parts are required for assembly, each should 
be cut — not broken — from the molding rack or “sprue’’. Cut 
just a fraction of an inch above actual part.

| Thin wisps of plastic will appear around the edges of some 
parts. Cut away this “flash”. Also shave away any raised 
seams left on any of the parts by the molding. 


Check the box lid and/or photos of the real vehicle to see 
where any seams appear. Usually, seams between model’s 
parts should be filled in with automobile body putty. 


The round jewelers file is most useful to clean away any 
excess “flash” from tiny hinge holes, wheel bearings, etc. 
Check fit of any moving parts at this stage too. 


Use the half-round jewelers file to smooth off the body filler 
flush with the surface of the parts after filler has dried at 
least overnight. Open any assembly holes. 


Apply the thinnest possible bead of tube cement for plastics 
along the inner corner of all joining edges. Applicator in cap 
can be used to spread cement in tight areas.

The filling and sanding that is used to disguise the 
joints between the kit’s various pieces must be painted. 
The paint serves to help hide any color differences 
along the model’s seams and hides the slightly trans- 
parent appearance that is common to all plastic model 
kits: All traces of file marks must be sanded away and 
the model washed to remove traces of grease from 
your fingers and the lubricant used to free the plastic 
parts from their molds. It is best to apply a light grey 
primer coat of paint so that any places that have not 
been filled in or any scratches can be smoothed over 
before the final color is painted on. The choice of color 
for most of Revell’s models, particularly the cars, 
motorcycles, and aircraft, can completely alter the ap- 
pearance of the model. Many are satisfied to simply 
match the colors shown on the kit box lid, but research 
into books and magazines on full size vehicles and air- 
craft will yield hundreds of alternate color schemes that 
may be even more interesting to you. Many exper- 
ienced modelers find research into variations in paint 
and decal markings almost as enjoyable as building 
the kits. The monthly magazines Scale Modeler, Car 
Model, Model Car Science, and the quarterly 1001 New 
Model Airplane Ideas feature photos and articles of the 
work of other modelers in altering the appearance of 
the plastic kits they build and provide regular reviews 
of the best reference books and magazines on full size 
cars, motorcycles, tanks and armored vehicles, air- 
craft, space vehicles, and ships. The neat application 
of paint, by the way, is not just a matter of practice or 
unusual skill — there are several ‘tricks’ and shortcuts 
presented here that will make painting relatively easy 
for anyone. Really excellent results can be obtained, 
using these tips, with both brush-on bottled paint and 
spray cans. If you become even more interested in 
scale plastic modeling, you may eventually want to 
purchase a miniature compressed air-powered spray 
gun (called an “air brush”) so you can mix your own 
special colors and better control the “fan” of spray. 
Expert aircraft modelers, in particular, consider the 
$25.00 to $100.00 expenditure needed for a complete 
air brush outfit to be worthwhile — you’ll have to decide 
when, if ever, you are ready to purchase an air brush. 


All seams, or areas that have had mold marks filed or scraped 
away, should be sanded smooth with #500 wet-or-dry sand- 
paper. Dip sandpaper in water often so surface stays wet.

The assembly sequence of a plastic kit is altered a bit 
if the model is painted as we suggest. The clear plastic 
and any plated parts are the final touches. Again, there 
are some proven methods of attaching such pieces to 
the model — all are shown here. The final touch in any 
stock kit assembly sequence is the application of the 
decals. There is one, and only one, ‘‘best” method for 
this procedure as well. Remember, you are trying to 
apply the decals so they will look like they were actu- 
ally painted on the model. To look ‘‘painted on”, the 
decal must adhere firmly to the model’s surface, with 
no sign of edges peeling up and a minimum of the 
clear portion of the decal visible. On flat, smooth, sur- 
faces the decal can be applied as shown. On a rough 
surface, like over the raised rivet detail of an aircraft 
wing, the decal is just not flexible enough to conform 
to the surface irregularities of the model. Special fluids, 
like Walthers-brand “Solvaset’” or Studio Products- 
brand “Micro Set’, can be flowed over the decal’s 
surface to soften the decal film so it will snuggle in 
tightly over any surface. On many models, it is best to 
spray over the decals with a coat of clear, colorless, 
paint like “DullCote” (for a non-gloss ‘flat’ appearance) 
or “Clear” (for a high-gloss finish). The clear coat will 
keep moisture from your fingers or the air from loosen- 
ing the decals over time. Be sure, when spraying any 
clear coating, to try it first on a painted piece of scrap 
plastic to be sure the clear doesn’t attack and roughen 
the paint. Clear canopies and windshields should be 
glued on after the coat of clear since most brands of 
clear will glaze, or ‘frost’, the clear plastic. 


Cement for plastics will NOT adhere to any plated plastic 
parts. Scrape away plating from joining surfaces or rub it 
off with a typewriter eraser as shown here. 


To cement clear plastic headlight or taillight lenses to their 
plated frames scrape away a thin line of plating from inside 
of rim. Glue lens in place with liquid cement. 


Abundance of chrome pieces on Revell “Police Harley” 
makes removal of plating at all part joints a must to hold 
completed parts firmly in place. Paint this one before 
assembly. 


Cut each decal from the decal sheet with scissors. Trim right 
up to the very edge of the colored portion to remove as much 
of the excess clear portion as possible. 


Dip each decal in water for only a second, then place it on 
a paper napkin for a few minutes while glue dissolves — 
this method leaves a maximum amount of glue on decal. 


When decal is free to slide on its paper backing it can be 
positioned, paper backing and all, on model. Hold decal down 
with knife tip and pull paper from beneath it. 


Carefully blot all excess water from decal with a damp facial 
tissue held over your fingertip. Use a dabbing, rolling, mo- 
tion to squeeze out trapped air without moving decal. 


If decal lays over sharply raised areas like chrome trim, here, 
or rivets on an airplane, dab on a coating of “‘Solvaset’’ or 
“Micro Set” to soften decal film. 


Hold window in place and apply a tiny drop of cement at each 
corner. Toothpick applicator will avoid chance of too much 
cement flowing out onto “window.” 


The “Super”-Details: Ships 


Once you have mastered the techniques of plastic kit 
assembly and painting that make the model look like 
it is “one piece’, rather than a glued-together collec- 
tion of plastic pieces, you are ready to add those final 
detail touches. The major difference between a well- 
built ‘““average” model and one with enough artistry to 
be a museum piece lies in the extra bits of detail you 
are willing to add. Painting your model so the parts 
of it that were wood or cloth on the real thing look like 
wood or cloth on the model is one of these detail 
touches. “‘Weathering” your model so it looks like the 
full-size ‘craft is another example of the artistic aspect 
of scale plastic modeling. The fine painting of can- 
opies on an aircraft model, or the filigree on an 
ancient sailing ship miniature can also give your model 
the look of a work of art. Surprisingly, none of these 
artistic touches require any vast quantities of exper- 
ience —what you do need to know is just how it’s 
done — that’s exactly what the photos show. 


To simplify the various model building pointers, we 
have divided them into groups of: assembly (space ve- 
hicles), painting (aircraft), adding chrome parts, clear 
parts, and decals (cars and motorcycles), and final 
super-detail touches (ships). Don’t think that any one 
section applies only to the type of model shown — 
almost every tip shown on these pages can be used 
to improve ANY model kit you build. The basic assem- 
bly and painting tips obviously apply; but even the idea 
of stretching heated scrap plastic sprue, for example, 
can be used for wiring on a car, for antenna or rigging 
on an airplane or space vehicle, or for rails and lines 
on a ship model. Above all, don’t let these dozens of 
ideas for improving your plastic modeling scare you — 
you can use one of the ideas, or all of them or simply 
ignore them and glue the unpainted plastic kit parts 
together. The more of these ideas you master, how- 
ever, the closer your completed models will be to works 
of art capable of gracing a museum display. The hobby 
of plastic modeling can be rewarding in both the 
mechanical satisfaction of having assembled the kit 
correctly and as a true artistic expression of your abil- 
ites to capture real life transportation historical markers 
in miniature. 


Sails will look even more like cloth if they are “dirtied” a 
bit. Mix a drop or two of flat brown in a jar lid of thinner and 
brush on mixture or rub it in with rag. 


For the appearance of wood, paint basic brown color, then 
brush or rag-rub on a thinned down mixture of a drop of tan 
paint in an ounce of thinner. Flat (no-gloss) is best. 


The filigree on Revell’s kits is raised above the rest of the 
surface. It’s easier to paint if you use the side of a #000 
brush to color the raised portions.
